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DETAILED ACTION 
Rejections Withdrawn 

1 . Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement made in the last Office Action has been 
withdrawn in view of the amendment filed on February 9, 2006. 

2. Claims 1 -4 and 8-1 2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Asazuma (5680720) made in the last Office Action has been withdrawn in view of the 
amendment. 

3. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Asazuma 
in view of Bourdelais (6030756) made in the last Office Action has been withdrawn in 
view of the amendment. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4, 6-13 and newly submitted 
claims 14-24 have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of 
rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-4 and 6-12 recites the limitation "the multi-layered resinous oriented 
film... is 0.2 to 3" in claim 1 . There is Insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. 
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Applicant is reminded that tliis feature was originally presented in claim 5 which was 
indicated as being allowable in the last Office Action, paragraph-5, wherein it Is stated 
that said claim would be. allowable is allowable if it is rewritten In independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. During a 
telephone conversation with Ms. Grueneberg on 5/1/2006. the lack of 
antecedent basis was discussed but not resolved. 

7. Claims 1-4 and 6-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap 
between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: the features 
of claim 3 which is absent from amended claim 1 as submitted on 2/9/2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 13-24 are allowed. 

The prior art uncovered so far fails to teach a liquid crystal display apparatus comprising 
an optically semi-transmission reflection material as recited in claim13.
